Appointment of a City Engineer, 

Amongst nil the' work-to bo done by the 
City Council, there is none of more pressing 
importance than tho appointment af a proper 
person to lay down and regulate the various 
land-marks required within the city. Ever 
since tho beginning of Victoria we have 
heard, day after day, complaints from all 
parlies as to the wretched state of tliing/n 
prevailing with regard to the boundaries of 
property within the town limits. People 
talk about the glorious uncertainty of law : 
but law is like a proposition ol geometry 
when compared with tho lines by which 
property is supposed to bo delinod in this 
place. Any man who owns land in town 
will be able to toll you tho number of his 
lot, the quantity it ought to contain, and the 
street on which it is said to be, but we ques- 
tion very much if he can go much further— 
if he is able to tell tho precise spot ho can 
cull himself owner of. We have heard ol 
sorno lots, upon being surveyed, having as 
many as ten feet more than they called for 
by the ollieial map ; while others again were 
shrunk up into something like as many feet 
less than the owners supposed them>elvost 
to be en tilled to. Some Have oven gone so 
far as unwillingly to make extensive and 
permanent improvements on their neighbor's 
property. And yet this condition of ali'airs 
has been suffered to go on year after year, 
and day after day, without the ruling; powers 
having made the sliglnest elioil to remedy 
tho mailer. Having given them a paper 
map for their charter, they seem to have sup- 
posed that the inhabitants ot this place 
might be satisfied to imagine they had a 
town without desiring anything moro than 
their neighbors in the ranoheriti. And what 
are the consequences of the absence, up to 
the dale of the city incorporation, of proper 
action on the part of the Government with 
regard to the regulation of surveys? They 
are simply these. The growth of the city 
lias been retarded, upon the closest calcu- 
lation, lor at least ono year. How many brick 
or stone buildings can we boast of in pro- 
portion lo the wealth and importance of the 
place ? In what a condition have not our 
streets and our sidewalks be.n suffered lo 
remain ? Can wo expect that men are going 
to take the risks consequent upon extensive 
improvements, when they are liable at any 
moment to be charged as trespassers either 
upon the streets or upon their neighbor's prop- 
erty ! And yet the absence of any certainly 
as to the Irue boundaries of the si reels of tho 
city renders it absolutely impossible for any 
man to know whai to tlo with respect to 
finding the limits of his lot. It will be said, 
have tho lot surveyed ; surely there are men 
iu town capable of that, That is all very- 
easy lo talk about, but wiio does not know 
how the surveys made in town have result- 
ed 1 Just as many dillerent surveys as you 
have made, just so many different lines will 
you have laid down. Tliero is scarcely a 
case in which one will get two suiveyors lo 
agree as things now stand; and we cannot 
blame the surveyors. They, we suppose, do 
the best they are able to do under the circum- 
stances. 

It is quite evident, therefore, that if we 
would have our city put in any sort of order 
— if wc would allbrU people who are desir- 
ous of effecting permanent improvement of 
their property by the erection ol substantial 
buildings, an opportunity to do so by letting 
them know where they may build without 
fear of outstepping the limits of tiieir own 
lot.", we must have a City Engineer ap- 
pointed without delay, with lull power to 
put matters on a boiler footing by laying out 
permanent lines and boundaries for every 
one to go by. We may then, and not till 
then, expect to assume llie form and propor- 
tions which our position as a great com- 
mercial entrepot entitles us lo. Every man 
who has the .interest of the city and colony 
at heart must naturally be desirous of rend- 
ering the place as attractive as possible to 
persons who visit our shore. Situated as 
we are so favorably lor tiade, with a line 
climate, in the midst of tho must beautiful 
scenery that the eye could wish for, nothing 
should bo left undone to induce men ol 
capital and means to make Victoria the 
home of themselves and their families. But 
it is nut very likoly that as long as wooden 
shanties and miry streets are the rule, we 
will be ablo to effect much in ihat way. It 
is scarcely necessary for us lo allude to the 
fact that as long as tho boundaries ot lots 
are as unsettled as they remain at present, a 
continual source of litigation must exist. 
That it will be impossible for tho City 
Council to take the lirst step in making any 
contracts for improving tho condition of the 
streets of the city until they shall have ben 
surveyed and their positions marked so as to 
be distinguished with certainty. 

As to the power of the Council to appoint a 
.Surveyor under the Act of Incorporation, we 
do not see the slightest word for doubt. It is 
expressly laid down that the Council shall have 
power to make By-laws " to establish and 
maintain land-marks in the City'' — to estab- 
lish a general grade—to regulate the mainten- 
ance, repair and construction of the highways, 
footpaths, etc.; and by the XX. section, that 
the Council may appoint such officers * 
* * as may be absolutely required lor the 
conduct of corporate business. Of course, 
where any powers or duties arc given to, or 
imposed upon the Corporation, the officers 
necessary lo carry them out aic impliedly re- 
quired to be appointed, it would be absurd 
to say the City may do so and so if it were not 
permitted them to appoint the persons neces- 
sary to effect those objects. Upon the ap- 
pointment of any officer by the Corporation, 
the Act requires that he shall give security lor 
the due perlormance of the duties of his office, 
It strikes us as highly necessary that persons 
engaged in a work of such extreme importance 
as the City survey, should be required to take 
an oath or make u declaration that they will 
do justice between man and man in the work 
in hand, it is a mailer of great concern to 
any owner of property in the L'ily to leave any 
chance for unfairness or partiality on the part 
of individuals. The principal duties, and 
which must be attended to as souii us possible, 
will, of course, be to lay down pcrmuuisut 
starting points, such as monument stones in 
the center of cross streets, or the bed rock 
when it exists on the surface, that the proper 
width and length ol streets and blocks may be 
determined with certainty. The subdivision 
of the blocks into the proper sized lots then 
becomes a comparatively easy mutter at any 
time hereafter. 



We trust our City Fnthers will lose no time 
in this all-important matter ; any delay in 
passing the By-laws and Ordinances necessary 
for defining the duties and appointment of a 
proper oflicer to act as Surveyor, will only 
have tho effect of throwing bnck a great 
amount of improvements in the City, which is 
only waiting the action of the Council to be 
commenced.

T Parliamn.lt, made and passed in the session 
of Parliament held in the 21.it and 22d years of the 
Itcigu of Her Mnjosty Queen Victoria, entitled an 
Act to provide for the "Government of British 
Columbia," and by a Commission under the Great 
Seal of the United IviiiKihun of Great Uritain and 
Ireland, I, JAMES DOUGLAS, have been ap- 
pointed Governor of the said colony, and have been 
authorized by Proclamation under the Public Seal 
of the saiil colony, to mako laws, institutions nnd 
ordinances, for the peace, order and good govern- 
ment of the same. 

Anil whereas u petition bus been received from 
the inhabitants of- I.illooet and the neighboring dis- 
tricts, praying for the formation of a road from 
Lillooet lo the Northern agricultural and mining 
districts of tho colony, and that Tolls should be 
imposed to defray the expense of constructing, 
maintaining and improving a continuous line ol 
communication from Lillooet with the interior. 

And whereas by an agreement tinted the sixteenth 
day of August, A. D. One Thousand Kight Hund- 
red and Sixty-Two, and made between Richard 
Clement Moody, a Colonel in the Royal Engineers, 
Chief Commissioner of Lands and Works, acting 
on behalf of the Governmo.it of the colony of 
liritish Columbia of tho lirst part, and Gltstavus 
Blln SVright, of Lillooet, in the said colony, 
Merchant, of the other part. 

The said Gustavus liliu Wright contracted to 
construct and completed certain Wagon Hoad from 
n certain point at or near Lillooet on the Prase r 
lliver, along a certain loute to a point to be fixed 
on the same River at or near Alexandria, upon and 

I subject to the several terms, payments, conditions 
and stipulations in the said agreement more par- 

I tii'ularly set forth, and by the said agreement it 
was among other things provided that in part con- 

I sidcration of tho due completion of the first fifty 
miles of the said Wagon Road, Tolls should be 
imposed in manner hereinafter mentioned on 
goods, chattels and catlle using any part of the 
said road, and that during the construction of the 
said Wagon Road the said Government should

Aud whereas the first fifty miles of the said road 
have been duly completed, and Ihe sum of tlnce 
thousand pounds has already been paid by the said 
Richard Clement Moody to the said Gustavus Illin 
Wright, on account of advances as aforesaid 
thereon. 

Anil whereas it is expedient for the cheaper 
transport of merchandize and provisions, and facil- 
itating the operations of commerce and the develop- 
ment of tho country, that such reproductive ex- 
pcildiiurc should be incurred, and that the pro- 
posed mad from Lillooet lo Alexandria should be 
executed us speedily as possible. 

Now know ye. that I ilo hereby declare, proclaim, 
and enact as follows :

said road upon proof satisfactory lo the person for 
thu ti.no being collecting tho said Tolls, of such

Provided also that it shall bo lawful for the 
said Chief" Commissioner of Lands and Works by 
notice at any timo or times hereafter to rer/ulate 
tho weight which shall be allowed on any carts, 
wagons, carriages, or oilier vehicles using any part 
of tho said road, having regard to the width ol the 
tire, mid also to regulate the width of the tire to 
bo used on tlio said road.

XIV. Every person liable to the payment of 
'foils under the provisions of this Act, shall obtain 
a Toll permit from the person to whom such Tolls 
shall be payable, and who is hereby directed to 
issue the same, ill such forms, subject to the pro- 
visions of ibis Act, as the said Chief Commissioner 
shall from time lo timo in that behalf direct. 

Production of Toll permit. 

XV. Every such permit shall be produced upon 
every demand, lo any person for the time being 
authorized under this Act to collect Tolls on any 
pal t of Ihe said road, and shall contain a true state- 
ment of names of owners, or consigners, and ad- 
dresses, and destination, number, marks, weights 
and contents of every package containing goods 
or merchandize, liable hereunder lo the payment 
of Toll, and similar particulars so far as practica- 
ble us to cattle and other dutiable articles 

Notice. 

XVI. Every notice under the hand of (he Chief 
Commissioner ol Lands and Works for the said 
colony for the time being, or other ollicer for the 
time being, appointed iu that behalf by Ihe said 
Governor, ami published in tho Government 
Gazette, or in any newspaper circulating in the 
said colony, shall iu every ease where notice is re- 
quired under tho provisions of Ibis Act, be doomed 
Ik bo good and sufllcicnt notice for all purposes 
whatsoever, both at law and iu equity.

Eaquimalt Town Election. 

Yesterday at noon tbc fifth election for mem- 
ber to represent Esquimau Town District .in 
the- Assembly was bold in front of Williams' 
Hotel, Wharf street. There wera present 
about 50 persons— mostly Victorians', among 
whom we noticed the burly form of our excel- 
lent Mayor and other notables. At precisely 
12 o'clock Wm. Brooko Naylor, Esq., Shorifl 
of the Colony, mounted one of Parker's largo 
wagons, in company with Mr. Harris, the e.x- 
mcniber I'oi the District, and Mr. Cocker, the 
ex-pectant member, ami read the writ which 
authorized the election. 

Mr. Harris then roso in the wagon and said 
that he had a pleasing duty to perform— a duly 
which afforded him more gratification than any 
which he ever had the pleasure to perform for 
the people of Esquinuiit, ami that duty was to 
nominate Mr. William Uoukkii to represent 
Ilium in the House of Assembly. " Hero is 
the young man, gentlemen/' said Mr, II., point- 
ing to the nominee. - I have known him for 
two or three years, and know that he is brim 
full of honealy and integrity fuppluuscj. I 
believo he will make a good member. The 
Town of Ksquimalt is Slllt! II, gentlemen, but 
the electors have big hearts. I believe that 
Mir. Cocker will t|o yon justice — will do 
better than I have done. [No, no !| lie will 
put through nil the measures which I bad 
introduced previous to being called upon to 
servo the people in another opacity. [Ap- 
plause.] Von ought to be proud, electors 
of Ksquimalt, to see so young a man willing 
to come forward and offer himself as a can* 
didtite lo represent yon. [Applause, and 
" We are."J He will do his duly fearlessly, 
and independently of any man. In Mr. 
Cocker you see a man who will do his best 
towards bringing about a responsible gov- 
ernment, and at the general election, then 
will ho the limo for (he electors of this (lis- 
1 1 it: t lo make themselves heard in support of 
that great principle. [Applause.] we want 
a representative council, gentlemen — liko 
what they've got in Australia, and in every 
other British colony under the t>im, and 
when they don't suit us we can turn them 
out, and put others in that do. | Hear, hear.] 
In conclusion, gentlemen, I have great plea- 
sure in nominating Mr. William Cocker." 

Mr. Win. Soiled:, amid enthusiastic de- 
monstrations of satisfaction, seconded the 
nomination. 

The Sheriff then thrice asked if there 
was any other candidate for the position, but 
no response being made, beyond a feeblo 
call for a speech from Demies, the Sherili 
eiiitl : " Then, gentlemen, it is my pleasing 
duly to declare Mr. Cocker duly elected a 
member of Assembly of the Colony cf Van- 
couver Island for Ksquimalt Town District." 

Mr. Cocker being cheered and loudly 
called for, came forward anil spoke as fol- 
lows : • 

Gentlemen of Ksquimalt Town Dislricl — 
1 wish to return thanks lor the honor which 
you have done mo to-day and permit me 
to say that I do not regard the trust which 
you have placed in my hands as a toy but as 
a sober duty lo be peiformed. i do not come 
here prepared with election dodges, nor to 
make pioinises which I do not mean to per- 
form ; but I do come prepared to fulfil the 
duties honorably, honestly, faithfully, and, as 
I trust, to your entiie satisfaction; There are 
duties lo be performed by constituencies as 
as well as members, gentlemen, and I can't 
help but believe that if the people of this 
colony had been a littio closer at the heels 
of their representatives a better state of 
tilings than we have at present would exist. 
] Applause and " That's so.'"J 1 have one 
tiling to ask of you, gentlemen, and that is 
that) on will support me iu doing the best in 
my ability, and it is my intention to back up 
thoso principles which you have elected me 
to carry out. It is my intention to make 
this representation a reality— not a farce, 
and I shall follow in the footsteps of my pre- 
decessor in earnest efforts lo advance the in- 
terests of this District and of this Colony. 
[Applause.] Gentlemen, taxes and licenses 
have been levied on this town and collected, 
and nolhil g has been done for you, not even 
a boat-landing has been constructed, and 
you have even had to build the road which 
runs through your town. [ Voice — We've 
never had one dollar.] Not even a police- 
man will be given you unless you pay for 
bis keep specially. The principles em- 
bodied in Iho address which I caused lo be 
published in thu newspapers at Victoria. I 
intend to cany out in all their integrity, i 
trust for your support, constituents of Esqui- 
mau Town, and if" errors ol judgment aiise 
at any lime, on any question of the day, lest 
assured that so far as I am concerned they 
will ho conscientious errors. Mr. Cocker 
concluded by stating that he Irnstod to be 
able to give such satisfaction as would entitle 
him to a renewal of the confidence of his 
constituents on subsequent occasions. 

Nine cheers were pi von for the new 
member, who then moved a vote' ol thanks lo 
Sherili Naylor for the creditable and impartial 
manner in which he had discharged his duties. 

The thanks were given by acclamation, and 
one of the Ksquimalt electors, climbing up the 
hind wheels of the wagon, brought his brawny 
hand down on Ihc Sheriff's back with a 
" whack'' thai made him wince, and shouted 
nflectionately in his cur, " What do you think 
of them cheers, old man I" 

The '• old man'' returned thanks in a neat 
little speech, and was sainted with loud cheers 
from llie crowd. 

The meeting then adjourned lo Williams' 
Hotel where the healths v of I he new and 
old members were drank in bumpers of 
champagne, and where ai; excellent culla- 
tjon was spread by " mine host.'' Speeches 
were made and toasts drank until 2 o'clock 
when the electors separated for Iheir homes. 

The whole affair was conducted in an 
orderly and good humored manner, Not an 
unkind word was uttered during the day ex- 
cept against the Government because its 
members are disposed to bo what the Esqui- 
mailers term ,: highfalutin" and are not re- 
gpontible lo the people for llieir position. It 
is a fact worthy of note that not a single 
Government man nor a member of Assembly 
appeared on the ground, a circumstance to 
be regretted. They were probably afraid 
to hear what the Ksquimalt folks think of 
thorn, ami perhaps, all things considered, 
(t'a as well that they staid away.

Monday, Sept. 8, 1862. 
The Council met at 15 minutes past 7 
o'clock, p. ni. Present His Worship the 
Mayor, and a full Board. 

THE MINUTES. 

The Minutes of last meeting were read, 
certain notices of motions oruoicd (o bo 
erased, and the minutes udopted. 

PETITIONS — COMMUNICATIONS, kc. 

Petition to remove a portion of tho railing 
of the James' Hay bridgo al the Sea-water 
Uath House, read. 

Petition from John Butt, lo bo appointed 
Town Crier without any emolument, signed 
by a numbor of citizens, read. 

Communication read from W. ii. Smith 
denying that there is any nuisanco arising 
from his cesspool, and complaining that his 
neighbors were to blame for the nuisance 
complained of. 

Copy of a letter lo the Colonial Secretary 
from the committee appointed lo enquire of 
His Excellency the Governor what public 
lands it was the intention of tho government 
to grant the city, was read. 

Also, from Henry Waller withdrawing his 
application for thu position of Town Clerk. 

The above wore severally laid on tho 
(able. 

ORDI.VAN'CKK. 

The Ordinance (bmim'ltoo reported in sub- 
stance as follows : No a.iuiglil'.T-tiouso, tanne- 
ry, or oilier offensive business will be allowed 
within the City limits; no riding or driving 
immoderately ; no guns, pistols, lire-crackers, 
&C-, to be set oil'; no rubbish, filth, ashes, &0.\ 
no obstructions to highways or by-ways; pigs 
and goats found ruuniug at large to be im- 
pounded ; the lilling up ul the harbor is inter- 
dicted ; bodies ol water not lo be run through 
the streets ; no privy, vault, iV_c, to he con- 
structed so as lo prove nuisances. The pen- 
alties fur each infraction of the Ordinances 
range from XT lo £."> for each ofl'ence. 

TIlO Committee on loot-paths also reported 

Mr. Stronuch's motion, calling for tho ap- 
pointment of a committee to ascertain where 
suitable rooms could be obtained lor the 
Hoard, was seconded by Mr. Searby, and 
considered. 

Mr. Copland declared his belief that tho 
Police Court anil every inch of public prop 
erty within the corporation limits belonged 
to the town. 

the Mayor thought that fur the present 
the Council might remove to some olbei 
place, and lest the question as lo right after- 
wards. 

Mr. Copland contended that the Council 
was in possession of the properly, and ought 
lo stay. | Applause.] 

Mr. Hicks was of the same opinion, while 
Mr. Searby thought Iho Council should 
not claim the fact of possession as a right 
until the matter was satisfactorily settled in 
favor of tho city. 

Mr. Copland did not like the idea ol 
being there on BUflerunco, but was willing 
to postpone action until the Hoard heard 
from tho Governor in reply to the Com- 
mittee's loiter regarding public lands, &c. 

Mr. Stronaell said that his object in mov- 
ing Ihc resolution was to get more suitable 
rooms. Tho question of right he was nut 
prepared to go into ; it was one of accommoda- 
tion that ho aimed at. Ho had no objection 
to withdraw the motion for the present. 

Mr. Reid did not consider that he was in 
tho Police Court, but in the public street ; 
be hud as much light there as the G ivernor, 
and tho Governor had as much right there 
as he had. In 1854 the site of the building 
was View street. 

Mr. Stronaub said thai llie question of 
proprietory right lo Iho promises was in dis- 
pute, and until it was se'.tled ho considered 
that the Council had no more right there 
than any other person. He asked permis- 
sion lo withdraw the motion; it was granted, 

Mr. Searby 's motion to petition the Legisla- 
ture to levy a tax of 5-8 of one per cent, on the 
real estate of the City was called up, but not 
being received, fell through. 

Mr. (-licks, seconded by Mr. Lewis, moved 
that a committee be appointed to draft a bill 
to apply to the Legislative Council to surren- 
der to the City that portion ol revenue to be 
raised within the limits of llie town from li- 
quor, trade and other licenses. He considered 
that the city was fully entitled to such revenue. 

Mr. Searby asked if the resolution included 
such sums as the Government may now have 
on band. 

Mr. Micks replied, no ; only tho forthcoming 
revenue. 

The motion was carried, and Councilmeu 
Hicks, Copland and Reid appointed. 

Mr. Hicks moved for iho appointment of 
a committee to prepare a bill calling upon 
Government to establish and define the line 
for improvements on the water front of the 
city, and hand the same over to the control 
of the City Government on such conditions 
as similar grants have been made in other 
colonies. 

Mr. Copland seconded and warmly sup- 
ported the motion. . 

Mr. Reid came down very heavily upon 
persons guilty of filling up the harbor, ship- 
owners, wharfmen, and others, and prophe- 
eied that before dredging had commenced 
what is now the harbor would be dry land, 
as everything went overboard. Government 
could see how to make seven town lots out of 
nine, but it could not see anything about ihc 
harbor. He moved that the harbor bo in- 
cluded in Mr. ILcks' resolution, which was 
so amended, and carried. 

Messrs, I licks, Copland, and Reid, were 
appointed, 

Mr. Reid moved that the design for a seal 
marked " A " on Iho list, be adopted. [ This 
is understood to be tho deiigu submitted by 
Wright and Saunders.] Carried, and lenders 
for cutting the same ordered lo be advertised 
for. w 

Mr. Lewis, seconded by Mr. Hicks, mov- 
ed thai two councillors be appointed for each 
ward, who shall act as Fire Wardens, Street 
Inspectors, and as a Board of Health. 

Some opposition was offered to the motion 
and it was withdrawn. 

.Mr. Lewis, seconded by Mr. Hicks, moved 
for the appointment of a Committee on By- 
laws — Carried, and Messrs Lewis, Searby, 
and Copland appointed. 

Mr. Copland, seconded by Mr. Hicks, 
moved that a Cum mitten ou Ways and 
Means be appointed — Carried, and Messrs. 
Hicks, Reid, and Copland appointed. 

Mr. Copland gave notice of a motion re- 
lating to the sureties uf Towii Clerk. 

The Council next considered the duties ol 
Town Clerk. The sureties of that function- 
ary were fixed at two with i'500 each, and 
possessed of real estate of tho value of £1000. 
and residents of the colony. His salary will 
be JE300 per annum, paid quarterly ; lurm of 
oflice one your, or at the pleasure of the 
Council ; one month's notice and one month's 
pay being allowed if his services be dis- 
pensed with before the expiration of thus 
year, and one month's notice required from 
llie Clerk of his intention lo vacate his posi- 
tion. 

It was next proposed to consider the rules 
of order for the government of the town Coun- 
cil ; but the Mayor stating that business called 
bim to New Westminster ou the steamer to 
leave to-night, tho motiou was withdrawn. 



Tin; Immigration Board. — This Board is 
doing a iiublo work. Mr. Graham, tho 
gentleman in charge of the oflice, informs us 
that ho has already found employment for 
51) laborers, and wants 20 more immediately. 
Yesterday a farmer applied lor 10, and all 
that Mr. Graham could send him was two. 
A man is also wanted to build a short piece 
of road — a m mill's job ; another to grade 
a road ; ami farmers want the remainder. 
Let our citizens make it understood thai L!0 
''hard-lists'' are wanted lo-duyaltho Immigra- 
tion Utiicc, and send their needy friends 
along. By such means the list would soon 
he filled and the hands of the committee 
strengthened for further exertions. Every- 
body must help in such times as these.

Wc therefore live in hopes that be- 
fore this year's mining season has entirely gone 
by; that food for both man and beast will he 
obtainable al rates considciubly below the 
famine prices which have ruled in the diggings 
very much to tho profit of the merchants, but 
decidedly to the disadvantage of the Colony. 
If Hour can be had on Antler Greek lor lit) 
cents per pound, and other articles uf every- 
day consumption in like ratio, there can he 
hut little doubt that many claims, abandoned 
because liny would nol yield "grub-money" at 
the famine rules, will be immediately opened. 
The great desideratum at Cariboo is fond at 
living rates. Once get that want supplied and 
every interest in the land will prosper. 

New Buildings— Are rising in every 
direction. Tho three-«tory brick hoto! on 
Government street begins to assume gigantic 
proportions; the roof of Beildixoil's two- 
story brick, on View street, was "wot" on 
Saturday night last; three stores will be 
commenced immediately at tho comer of 
Langiey and Fori streets. Several buildings 
on the sile of tho market (two of the number 
brick) aio projected ; and any number ol 
private residences aio in process of eonj 
slruction in iho suburbs. Material, with 
tho exception id' lumber, is cheap : labor is 
plenty and Iho weather favorable. For these 
combined reasons quidininccv are either rush- 
ing up their structures or prupniiug lo do so. 

At Death's Door. — On the load between 
Rock Bay and lillice Point a sculptor has 
erected a shanty and commenced to chisel 
monuments, Two or three samples — and 
fine ones they are— ol his handicraft orna- 
ment the exterior cf the shanty. A little 
lurthcr on a small frame building is in pro- 
cess of election. On our w ay to Ksquimalt 
vostorday, mounted on our Pegasus, wo stop- 
ped and asked a man sealed on a log if Iho 
building was to lie " an bond V " An hotel-' 
replied he ; "yes, if you call a whisky-mill an 
hotel, this is to be one." Whisky mills and 
tombstones! It needs but the presence of 
an undertaker's establishment to complete 
the picture. The first will keep the two last 
busy. 



The Acclimatisation Society of Great 
Britain. 

The anniversary dinner of this society took 
place at Willis's Rooms, Loudon, on the 12th 
of July. 

After the removal of the cloth the usual 
loyal and patriotic toasts were pruposed and 
warmly responded lo. 

The noble Chairman in proposing 11 Pros- 
perity lo tho Acclimatisation Society, " said 
that ihc Society had nol been set on foot as 
the bobby of a few individuals, but with the 
Confident opinion that while its members 
were amusing themselves, they might bring 
about results which would be of general and 
public utility. They did not cure one farth- 
ing about bringing to this counlry rare ani- 
mals which could only be seen in menager- 
ies, or rare plants which could only be seen 
in hothouses, and they did not care for any 
vegetable or animals which could not be 
naturalized in this country, and could not bo 
brought to contribute to beauty, utility, or 
unjuyment. They might, no doubt, make 
some failures, but llie principles which ho 
had slated were thoso which formed the 
basis of the operations of iho society. The 
sociely had not beon in existence for more 
than eighteen inouihs, and be hoped thoy 
were too good naturalists to suppose thai in 
that short time tho society could have ar- 
rived at maturity, for rapid growth was al- 
ways followed by rapid Ueeuy. The society 
now contained |37 members, and enjoyed an 
income of £500 a year. There was no sociely 
in London whose working expenses were so 
small, for it had not a single paid ofiiccor 
connected with it. 

The receipts, alter the deduction of the nec- 
essary expenses, went directly to the importa- 
tion of plants and animals from foreign couu- 
tries ; but even this outlay was returned in 
great part to the society, as the plants and 
animals were st Id, and not given, to the mem- 
bers. The society had already imported from 
the United States the prairie grouse, a new 
variety of Turkey from Honduras, the gilliuott 
from Norway, the guan and curussow from 
other countries. Of fish they had introduced 
ihc Murraj cud, said lu bo something between 
a pike and a perch, and Fetter than either — 
(a laugh) — the Chinese sheep, which were very 
excellent eating and excellent breeders. The 
Marquis uf Brcadalbane had introduced the 
bison, and he hud now a large herd ol them 
and Lord Hill had been very successful with 
tho eland. Of vegetables they had introduced 
Iho Chinese yam, which took so kindly to 
Unglish earth that it was said to be exceed- 
ingly difficult to get the roots out of it, and 
that the operation was more like that of ex- 
tracting teeth than drawing turnips. The 
Manillas, which was found to be excellent food 
for silkworms, had also been introduced, and 
had grow n well iu St. James' square, and thou- 
sands of silkworms were now growing upon 
the tree. ( Cheers. ) The sociely could, no 
doubt, do a great deal ol good. The toast, 
coupled with the name of Mr.Graiitley Berke- 
ley, was heartily responded to, and was duly 
acknowledged by the latter gentleman, wdio, 
in rcturu, gave ' The Acclimatisation Society 
ol France,' associating with it the name of M. 
Cloquet, who briefly returned thanks. Capt. 
Dawson Dauier next gave the ' Acclimatisa- 
tion Society of Melbourne,' and wilh it the 
health of Mr. Kdward Wilson. Some other 
toasts followed, and the company adjourned to 
tost the merits of ayapana tea aud Cassia Ori- 
enialis cullee from Reunion.

This, of course, 
is only valuable as an instance of the great 
prolificness of the soil, for the Lest tobacco is 
that which is made to grow in long, narrow 
loaves, not exceeding -1 or 5 inches in width. 
This plant is said to bo an average sample of 
the patch, which is some 10 acres in ex ten'. 
Several other patches of " the weed" a t 
now in ptocess of cultivation in this vicinity.

I have further to add that upon my arrival here 
in December, 1859, I applied for admission to the 
Bar, producing at the same time my certificate of 
r> years clerkship to James Duncan, Esq., Writer 
to the Signet, and also Certificate of Examination 
by the Professor of Scotch Law in the University 
of Edinburgh, In January, ISO'.', I sent vdy first 
Petition to Her Majesty, through this Government, 
(which document 1 believe never reached England, 
as I never heard of it aftervt ards.) In January, 
1861, I sent a second, Petition, ami in July, 1861, 
I forwarded a t/iiril Petition, in duplicate, that is, 
one copy through this Government, and the other 
through the Influential parties above mentioned. 
The despatch of the 7th February has now been in 
these Government offices for upwards of three 
months, and, as my legal lights have not yet been 
accorded to me, it will shortly be my duty to make 
a fourth appeal to my Queen.
